They should know that federal ownership is 
not improbable. In such cases, reaction is not unknown. The day after this conversation, 
to refresh mcollection, this investigator came, alleging ho was from their insurance 
company, which later denied sending him. His questions liad nothing to do with their oar 
insurance but did have to do with her and her husband, their jobs, interests, etc. When 
she got her back up and demanded to know he was asking such questions, he just walked 
out, wliicli is what led her to take his number an he drove off, HW 11/25/73
